Uncle Joe's Nature 
Doesn't 


Jive With 
Rus'sian Tactics

Nobody ever referred to Adolf 


Hitler as Uncle Adolf. But Ameri- 
cans quite often refer to Josef Sta- 


l 


lin 
isn 


in as Uncle Joe. This probably 
sn't important. Yet it might be 
said to sum up the big difference 
between the two men. 


Essentially they are of the samp 
type. That type is the profession.il 
revolutionist, and the description 
cf him will do for both subjects. 


By nature he is ruthlessly ambi- 


tious. He is shrewdly intelligent, 
but narrow 
of mind and narrow 


of learning. He thrives on con 
quest. 


First he conquers his own peo- 


ple—the opponents by force, the 
indifferent 
by words. 
He feeds 


them on promises that cannot be 
fulfilled. He fills them with false 
fears of encirclement to 
arouse 


their will lo fight. His aspirations 
are 'Napoleonic, but his instincts 
are provincial. He is vain, petty, 
cruel. He makes the world suffer 
for his driving delusion of gran- 
deur. 


That is the basic Hitler-Stalin pat- 


tern. Yet there is a great super- 
ficial difference 
between them. 


Hitler was an obvious faiiatic, as- 
cetic in his habits but hysterical 
by nature. His speeches were little 
more than ranting tirades. Nobody, 
even as a joke, would have called 
him Uncle Adolf. 


.But Uncle Joe can be quite dis- 


arming, even at a distance. He is 
a pipe-smoking, vodka-drinking old 
boy whose photographs occasionally 
show a pleasant twinkle of the eye. 
He permits—and probably orders— 
himself to bo praised by his people 
with a lulsomencss that might al- 
most embarrass the Almighty. Yet 
he dresses simply. He doesn't strut 
as Hitler did, and his public be- 
havior seems to be marked by de- 
corum. 


Stalin can 
speak disarmingly, 


too. On more than one occasion he 
has confounded Americans by the 
optimism, 
mildness and general 


agreeability of his talks with such 
men as Wendell 
Wilkie, 
Elliott 


Roosevelt and Havold Stassen. He 
did it again, only a few days ago, 
in an address at dinner celebrat- 
ing the signing of the Kusso-Fin- 
iiish treaty. 


Every nation, great and small, 


has unique qualities which enrich 
the common treasure of world cul- 
ture, he said. In that sense, every 
nation was equal to ever other na- 
tion. 


"There are few politicians to be 


found among the great powers who 
would view small nations equal ti 
great nations," lie boasted mod- 
estly.. "They sometimes arc no 
I-gainst entering into a one-sided 
guaranty for little nations, 
bu' 


these politicians, generally speak- 
ing, 
do not conclude treaties wtih 


small nations, since ihcy do no' 
consider .small nations their part 
ners." 


Thus spoke the dictator who has 


made partners of small nalionr 
by ringing down the iron curtain 
(,-n freedom and independence in 
his neighboring states. But if one- 
were to judye only by his 
words 


and appearance, one might con- 
clude that this pleasant emperoi 
war really a benevolent Uncle Joe. 


There sccyn to be only two ex- 


planations of the contradiction be- 
tween 
Stalin's 
Uncle 
Joe-type 


speeches and the aggression and 
suppression of Russian policy. The 
first is that Stalin no longer runs 
the show, but is merely a figure- 
head. The second is that he can 
somehow separate the two .sides of 


• his nature —with the 
stubborn 


Mclotov, the surly Gromyko and 
the snarling Vishinky combining to 
play Mr. Hyde, while Stalin pre- 
sents 
himself 1o the world as an 


amiable Dr. Jekyll.

what of the Jews in their an- 


cient religious history in the Holy 
Land that they once occupied free 
from the dangers and difficulties 
that beset them in Palestine today? 


Such a period in the life of Isra- 
el followed the return from the 
exile and captivity 
in 
Babylon, 


about 500 years before the coming 
of Jesus Christ. 


The story of it is in the Bible 


books of Nehemiah and Ezra, with 
much light on the life of the peo- 
ple and their social, moral and re- 
ligious condition and problems to 
be found in the 
later prophetic 


books of the Old Testament, such 
as Haggai, Micah and Malachi. 


That restoration 
of an 
exiled 


people was not accomplished with- 
out danger and many difficulties. 
It 
required the genius, courage, 


and determined idealism of a mili- 
tary leader like Nehemiah, as well 
as the reforming zeal of a com- 
manding religious leader like Ezra. 


Not all the Jewish exiles 
re- 


turned from Babylon, when the rise 
of a new dynasty under Cyrus made 
the return possible. After 50 years 
or more of exile few of the organ- 
ized exiles were capable of return- 
ing. And many of them, under the 
comparative freedom they had en- 
joyed in Babylonian captivity, had 
greatly prospered and chose "to re- 
main there. 
So successful were 
those that remained that they es- 
tablished a Jewish life, with schools 
and literature, the Babylonian Tal- 
mud, that survived all changes of 
rulers and dynasties, and lasted 
until the 
llth Century of 
our 
Christian era. 


The Jews who returned to their 
homeland must have been some- 
what of. the type of Zionists today, 
though their zeal seems to have 
been deeply 
for 
their 
fathers. 
Some conception of their passion- 
ate zeal may be found in the 137th 
Psalm. 


In all this history there are pages 


of inspirations that have kept Juda- 
ism vital through the ages. The 
restoration was destined to have 
a profound influence upon the world 
and an intimate relation to the rise 
and spread of Christianity. 


Many non-Jews 
in the 
Pagan 
world were drawn to Judaism by 
its superior morality. These con- 
verts, known as "proselytes," were 
among those to whom Paul suc- 
cessfully appealed with his convic- 
tion that Judaism found its fulfill-
